Ford said Wilson gave him a list of what he called “certain 
areas I should pursue.” He added his legislative aide, Robert 
Hartmann, did most of the work in seeking evidence against 
Douglas. A House Judiciary subcommittee voted not to pursu 
impeachment proceedings against Douglas.
